At Least This Number Are Known to Have 


Been Burned to Death or Crushed 


to Pulp While Trying to 


Escape. 


Miss Kate Carney the Forewoman of the Establishment Where the 


Fire Originated, After Heroically Saving the Lives of 


Over Forty Girls, Is Herself Burned 


to Cinders,

CHICAGO, Mar. 16.—The worst fire that has occurred In Chicago since the cold storage warehouse holocaust 


at the World's Fair in 1893, broke out in the building at the corner of Wabash avenua and Jackson boulevard 
today. 
The death list will probably reach fifteen, and may exceed that figure. The injured number about thirty. 


The following is the list of dead so far as known: MILES A. SMITH, a salesman, lived at 1236 Wrightwood 


avenue: SAMUEL A. CLARK, jumped from the fourth floor, employed by the W. A. Olmstead Scientific Company; 
UNIDENTIFIED MAN taken from 21B Wabash avenue, burned'beyond recognition; W. A. OLMSTEAD, president 
Olmstead Scientific Company. When the explosion occurred he ran to the rear of the seventh floor of the build- 
ing and has not been seen since. It is thought that he was buried in the ruins, MISS KATE CARNEY, fore- 
woman of the National Music Company, believed to have perished In the flames after helping to safety the last 
one of forty girls in her charge. Miss Carney was a true heroine. Although at the outset she had an opportunity 
to escape with the other women, she seemed to feel it her duty to stay and help the escape of the girls over whom 
she had charge. Her voice could be heard above the shrieks of the panic stricken girls, urging them to preserve 
order and reassuring them again and again. She'stood near the stairway and attempted to'seize the foremost wo- 
men as they dashed down to the next floor, but she was. thrown aside. When she saw.there was no hope of stop- 
ping the panic, she darted to the elevator cage to r#lm the others. As the elevator ascended, Miss Carney -or- 
dered the conductor to stop. She then turned and helped her frightened charges into the cage. During all the ex- 
citement she remained calm and Issued orders as though directing the women at work. As the elevator started to 
descend without Miss Carney, one of the girls cried .to the conductor to stop, but the brave woman, though star- 
Ins death in the face, shouted to them not to mind her, but that she would take care of herself. 
The .girls she 


• sent down the elevator escaped unharmed. Two of those who bolted headlong down the narrow stairway, Josie 


and Annie Baxa, .made their way to the second floor, but were cut off by the flames and were forced to jump 
from a window. They were both badly injured, but at the hospital their greatest anxiety and sorrow was regard- 
ing Forewoman Kate Carney. CHARLES ANDERSON, employed by Sweet, Wallach & Co., has not been seen since 
the first explosion. PHILIP FARLEY, 34 F.lburn avenue, employed as a piano mover by the Emerson Piano Com- 
pany, was In the building at the time of the explosion and cannot be found. AN OFFICE BOY employed by Sweet, 
Wallach & Co. jumped from the sixth floor and is thought to be buried in the debris, caught by falling walls. The 
boy was IS years of age, but none of the employees could give his name. 


The injured, as far as known, are as follows: H. B. CUNNINGHAM, employed by the Northern Pacific Ex- 


press Company, head and body burned: MARY LAPORE, 517 South Sagamon street, employed by Sweet, Wallach 
ft Co., burned while descending the fire escape from the sixth floor; HERMAN OVERMAN, S17 West Harrison 
street, descended the fire escape with Miss Lapore, but fell from the second floor, burned and received internal in- 
juries; COLORED WAITER at H. H.Kohlsaat & Co.'s restaurant, leg broken by falling wall; POLICE OFFICER 
ROGERS, overcome by smoke: SAMUEL G. SNYDER, 259 Hudson avenue, employed by Sweet, Wallach & Co., 
burned severely; E. A. WISE, 15 South Albany avenue, employed by Sweet, Wallach & Co., burned severely; DA- 
VID SCHAEFER, 2950 Wentworth avenue, arm broken while trying to catch a man who had jumped from the sixth 
floor: JOSIE BAXA, 586 West Nineteenth street, jumped from the second floor; right ankle broken; ANNA BAXA, 
jumped from second story window, ankle sprained and body bruised; UNIDENTIFIED MAN, jumped from sixth, 
floor, back broken, taken to the County Hospital; ENGINEER W. H. MURPHY of the Emerson building, over- 
come by smoke and burned about face and shoulders; ANDREW NASHTON, employed by the W. A. Olmstead Sci- 
entific Company, face and hands burned; FRED SMITH, driver for the Conover Piano Company, cut on the face by 
falling glass; EMIL BRESSEMANN, 3S3 North Armitage avenue, jumped from sixth floor, injured in spine and 
lower limbs, will probably die. 


The Emerson Piano Co. occupied the first, second and third stories of the building. Among other tenants were 


the Presbyterian Board of Publications and the Sweet-Wallach Company, dealers in photographic supplies, the lat- 
ter on the sixth floor. It was here that the fire broke out. The floor was stored with chemicals and materials 
used in the manufacture of photographic supplies, and, according to some who escaped, the entire floor was swept 
with flames in five minutes after the fire broke out. 


Three hundred girls were employed by this firm, and when the fire broke out a panic ensued, many of the 


unfortunate women being trampled under the feet of their comrades in their frantic efforts to escape. 


Cut off from escape by the elevators and the stairways, people penned in the burning building began jumping 


from the windows, and, though the firemen and others held nets and canvas, many were crushed on the stone side- 
walks. According to the eye witnesses as many as ten jumped from the top floors, and others were seen shortly to 
fall back into the flames. The flames quickly spread to the floors beneath. 


The floors'occupied by the Presbyterian Board of Publication and Sunday School Supplies Company also con- 


tained material which readily burned. On the lower floors the piano supplies and instruments held in stock by the 
Emerson Piano Company were soon transformed into tinder. The firemen were badly handicapped by the heat, 
which was terrific. Within a radius of a block the heat broke panes of glass and dislodged signs, and streams 
of water were directed on the buildings on both sides of the street that far away in order to prevent them from 
catching fire. The fiercest fire was in the rear of the Emerson Company, where were, located big dry goods stores. 


Thirty-five minutes after the fire broke out the floors had all fallen, and a moment or two later the walls fell. 


Shortly after the front wall bulged out and fell on the tracks of the Union Elevated Loop, completely covering them 
and blockading the whole elevated system. Nearly two hundred feet of the loop will have to be rebuilt.

Miss Kate Carney, forewoman of the National Music Company on the fourth floor of the Emerson building, 


is thought to have been burned to death after heroically helping to save many lives of her fellow employees. When 
It was first learned that the building was on fire, the forty or more girls employed by the National Music Com- 
pany rushed to the elevators and stairway. Miss .Carney tried to stop the rush, but was.unable to cope with the 
panic stricken girls, and while some rushed down the stairways, a-large number beat at the 'elevator cage and 
screamed for help. The elevator iwas ascending, and the conductor stopped at the fourth floor. In an instant it 
was filled with the frightened girls. Miss Carney' remained on the floor to see that all the girls escaped, and' as 
the last one entered the car Miss Carney started to follow. There was such a crowd In the elevator that Miss Car- 
ney could not get in, and the elevator descended without her. T.t is thought she was too late to escape, and, over- 
come by the smoke which was pouring into the place, fell to the floor and was burned to deals. The heat was so 
Intense and the smoke so thick that the elevator man feared to return for Miss Carney. 


Josie Baxa and Annie Baxa, sisters, living at 568 West Nineteenth street, and employed by the National Mu- 


sic Company, leaped from the second floor to the street. Josie's right ankle was broken, and her sister was se- 
verely bruised.

The fire seemed to spring from three floors at one time. The occupants of the fourth floor of the Emerson 


building fled to the rear of the building. On the fifth floor and the sixth floor those In the front of the building 
heard the alarm and Haw the smoke and flames at the same time. There was no time for Inquiry. The dense 
nmoke rushed through the rooms and drove the employees of the various-establishments down th« stairway. There 
wa* but one winding stairway leading from tha top floor to the bottom, and but one elevator. 
: 


In the employment office without. Sweet, Wallach & Co., wera twenty-eight men and women. There were a 


dosen or more in the employ of the Presbyterian^Board of Publication > on the- fifth., floor. There was a frightened 
fush of peppJe to the elevator at the first call of fire. The elevator boy was on' the fourth' floor when; the .alarm:

fifteen deaths in Chicago, while 
double the number of .persons 
are badly injured and may die. 
The horrible disaster would 
certainly have been, worse were 
it not for the bravery of Miss

Men and women without hats or 


coats ran. do\vn-.the stairway and Into 
the street. The first Intimation that 
people on the street had of the fire was 
the appearance of several of the flee- 
ing employees. At the same time a 
dense mass of smoke poured out of the 
front windows on the fifth floor. In an- 
other moment the upper floors were 
wreathed in flames and smoke. Sev- 
eral people made an attempt to run 
up the narrow stairway,' but were 
turned back at the second floor by the 
downward rush of the smoke. 
•. •• . 


There were apparently not over thir- 


ty people who made their escape by 
the elevator and .p.talrw.ay. The build- 
ing blazed so fiercely .that.the .escaping 


• employees began looking-for .each 
other in the crowd that 
gathered 


quickly at the scene. A number of the 
people on the upper floors made their 
escape from the rear by the fire es- 
cape, but that egress was cut off in-a 
few moments by the flames. 


Then the spectators were horrified 


to see the- body of. a man whirling, 
downward from the cloud of smoke 
and flame at the upper floor. The 
body struck the pavement, and life 
was extinct when ready hands ran to 
pick up the unfortunate, who was rec- 
ognized at once as Cashier Binns o£ 
Sweet. Wallach & Co. A moment later 


o other forms were seen at the win- 


dow of the north end of the Wabash 
end front, and both within a second of 
each other. 
They were Smith s.nd 


Clark, and death came Quickly to them 
.n the leap. 


Several women standing in a.group 


on the opposite side of the street, 
watching the leaping forms of the two 
men with blanched faces, said they saw 
the face of a woman at the window 
during an instant that the wind had 
swept away the smoke. • In the next 
instant and with a rush and roar that 
could be heard for a block, the entire 
top of the building from the third story 
up burst out In a sheet of flame. 


How the firemen working in the rear 


of the building escaped death is a mys- 
tery. In spite of the repeated warnings 
given them by their chief, they remain- 
ed at their post, apparently fascinated 
by the slowly bulging wall, until It 
seemed certain death to stay there a 
second longer. Then they took to tljelr 
heels. The wall seemed to hang for a 
moment, but finally the big Iron gird- 
ers broke and It came down with a 
crash, just as the last lyan got safely 
out of the way. 


The breaking of telephone and tele- 


graph- wires ' almost caused a panic 
among the dense crowds of spectators. 
The wires falling-across .the rails of 
the elevated loop.were instantly charg- 
ed with electricity and a wild rush to 
get out of the way took place. When 
water was turned on to the burning ele- 
vated loop structure a beautiful sight 
occurred. 
As soon as the streams 


struck the feed rail they apparently 
were converted into showers of electric 
sparks, and an aurora was formed, 
sometimes spreading 
fanwise, thus 


shooting high into the air as the spray 
drifted in the wind. This was kept up 
until the current was' shut oft. 


In less than half an hour after the 


fire broke out the Emerson building, 
which was seven stories high, eighty 
feet front by 150 feet deep, was level 
with- the ground. It was of what is. 
known as mill construction,

WASHINGTON, March 16.r—The war preparations being made by the United States, the assembling of ships 


at Key West, the purchase of cruisers abroad and the emergency measures in the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, have come to the official attention of the Spanish government and the views o£ the Spanish Cabinet thereon 
have been-communicated to the State Department here. 


This has not taken the form of a protest, however, as It does not appear that the Spanish government claims 


or asserts the right to question such measures as the United-States might adopt even though their character indi- 
cate preparations for war. It is rather by way of representations, conveyed in a friendly spirit and without 
threat as to the serious influences which these preparations will have in encouraging the Cuban Insurgents at the 
moment when the autonomy plan is to have its crucial test through the Cuban elections, and m this way defeat ' 
the reforms Premier Sagasta is seeking to carry out. 


It has been specially pointed put that the presence of a large fleet of United States warships at Key West can- 


not be regarded as a friendly measure, as the sending of ships was officially represented to be when the Maine 
went to Havana, and the Vizcaya returned the complimentary visit. In short, the presence of this extenslvo 
fleet near Cuba, together with the war measures taken by the United States is regarded by Spain as seriously 
prejudicial to the policy of autonomy which Spain and tlie United States have alike approved and an indirect en- 
couragement to the insurgents in defeating the desires of both governments for the success of that policy., Fin- 
ally and in the same spirit of. friendly representation, Spain has pointed out that a war by the United States .' 
against Spain under such circumstances would be unjustifiable before the world and a crime against humanity and.- 
civilization. '

LOS ANGELES, Mar. 16.—The fu- 


neral of Major General William Stark 
Hosecrans was held in this city to-day 
and was the most impressive ceremony 
and the most elaborate this city has 
ever witnessed. Thousands assembled 
to honor the dead warrior. Business 
was interrupted while the ceremonies 
lasted: 


The remains were removed from the 


bier at the City Hall where they had 
been lyTng in state, to the cathedral, 
at an early hour and in a quiet man- 
ner, so that, as was intended, there 
were few to witness this. The special 
military escort 
provided by General 


Last accompanied the remains and re- 
sumed tha watch in the cathedral. 


Promptly at 10 o'clock, requiem high 


mass was celebrated at the cathedral, 
Et. Rev. Bishop Montgomery officiat- 
ing: and assisted by members of the 
clergy from all parts of. the diocese. 
The casket rested in front of the altar 
and upon it were piled many beautiful 
and striking floral emblems. The dec- 
orations about the altar and through- 
out the cathedral were beautiful in the 
extreme and in great prolusion. 


After the service, which lasted about 


forty minutes and was witnessed by 
as many as could crowd into the room, 
the military, took charge of the fu- 
neral.

DOUBT "SPAIN'S 


SINCERITY. 


By.Assoeiated Press to The Tribune. 


"WASHINGTON, March 16.—The pub- 


lished semi-official statement of the 
Spanish cabinet's view as to the re 
sponsibility of the United States in the 
Cuban situation has created a profound 
mpression. 
Officials decline to discuss 


t publicly, but there is a general belief 
among them that the publication marks 
he beginning of a new chapter in the 
roubled relations 
States and Spain. 


The statement is believed to be a first 
tep towards lorming public opinion in 


Europe in anticipation of a failure on 
he part of the Spanish officials to make 
a success of the autonomous pro- 
_ -amme which It had outlined and that 
an attempt is to be made to place the 
responsibility upon the United States 
or any failure that may follow. 
This movement is regarded as adding 


much to the gravity of the present sit- 
uation. That the administration will 
be influenced by the suggestion that the 
presence of the fleet of the North At- 
antic squadron at Key West is a dis- 
turbing factor, it ie not believed for a 
moment. 
Visible evidence of that determina- 


tion was the ceaseless activity o£ the 
naval officials as well as the steady 
prosecution oi the plans of the War 
Department. 
Although the Secretary of the Navy 


Is still pursuing with vigor his quest 
:or suitable warships that may be pur- 
chased In Europe beyond those already 
secured at the Armstrong works, fur- 
ther acquisitions haye not been made. 


At the Navy Department a high offi- 


cial said: "There does not seem to be 
any ships in the market. This is not 
exactly the idea we want to be convey- 
ed. There* are a large number of ships 
In the market and many of them have 
been offered to the department, but 
unfortunately the vessels are unsuit- 
able in general character for naval ser- 
vice or else are so far from completion 
as to be undesirable purchases. « 
"Perhaps better success may attend 


the department's efforts now that Cap- 
tain Brownson has arrived In Europe."

"As to freeing Cuba without war, if 


Cuba can drive Spain from the Island 
she will secure her independence. Be- 
fore the United States secured its in- 
dependence the armies of England on 
"United States soil surrendered. 
The 
United States has no more to do with 
the war between Cuba and Spain than 
any nation 
on the earth. 
When it 
becomes just and right for the United 
States to recognize the independence of 
Cuba, it will be just and right for the 
other nations to do the same thing, es- 
pecially the Governments on this con- 
tinent. This, of course, will end the 
Cuban 
war 
and 
other 
difficulties. 
What Cuba would do a£ter\vard, I can- 
not say. 


"The independence of Cuba will not 


solve the entire Cuban problem. The 
question will remain whether 
Cuba 


can govern herself in case she should 
secure her independence. 


"The most the United States could 


do would be to demand a money in- 
demnity, but just what the United 
States would do in the event it is 
shown that the Maine was blown up is 
not clear.
